Meet R. Merritt Baker, Sierra Madre's new acting city 
administrator. 

Mr. Baker was hired by the City Council Monday night 
and starred work the next day. His salary is S500 a month. 

The appointment marks the end of a several-months' search 
for “the right man"—a search which began last December 
when an ordinance creating the office of city administrator was 
adopted by the council. 

As city administrator, Mr. Baker's office will be comparable 
to that of a city manager. He will establish no over-all policy or 

legislation, however, and will 
be directly responsible to the 
council. He will take most of 
the burden of administration 
off the shoulders of individual 
councilmen. 

Mr. Baker comes to Sierra 
Madre “highly recommended” 
by the city of Auburn, Calif., 

'where he formerly served two 
years as city manager. Before 
then he was chief administra¬ 
tive officer for the city of North 
Sacramento for two years. 

The new city administrator 
has had extensive experience 
in municipal government and 
has completed advanced study 
on the techniques of municipal 
administration. While in Sac¬ 
ramento, he also served as ex¬ 
ecutive secretary of the Metro¬ 
politan Planning Committee. 

During World War II, Mr. 

Baker served the federal gov¬ 
ernment as an industrial spec¬ 
ialist with the War Production 
Board in Washington, D.C. Lat¬ 
er moving to California, he was 
in charge of marketing decid¬ 
uous fruits and tokay grapes 
with the War Food Adminis¬ 
tration in Sacramento.

Whoever said "You can’t please all the people all of the 
time,” if he were alive today, probably would have worked 
for a television station. 

After sacrificing hours of sponsored time to bring the 
“people” the Japanese Peace Conference telecast from San 
Francisco, the seven Los Angeles stations were forced to take 
thousands of complaining and even abusive telephone calls 
from irate viewers protesting the loss of their favorite pro¬ 
grams. Then when the stations slipped a total of four hours 
of regular programming into the conference, other thousands 
stormed to their telephones to protest such “unpatriotism.” 

“What do the people want,” moaned seven station pro¬ 
gram directors in unison. “They scream if you do and they 
scream if you don’t!” 

Isn’t that the truth. 

The Peace conference telecasts brought out another in¬ 
teresting insight into the TV public’s tuning preferences. 
Viewers had their choice of channels—but it was Channel 5 
by more than two to one—according to one rating service. 
Why always Channel 5? The predominance of this^station 
gets a bit monotonous, but theirs is the reward Of having a 
good, clear picture and generally more shows that the general 
public want to see. So—all other things being equal, 5 usually 
gets the nod. 

Big challenge to KTLA probably will come this year 
from KNBH, the NBC outlet in Hollywood. A total of 14 live 
TV shows will start moving coast to coast this month. Such 
big guns as Red Skelton, Groucho Marx, Martin & Lewis, 
Abbott & Costello, Eddie Cantor, etc., are bound to dent even 
the Los Angeles audience which has always preferred local 
productions.

FIRE PREVENTION WEEK is 
coming up beginning October 7 
and continues through the 
week. If you are a constant 
reader of this column, you 
need no further advice on the 
necessity of prevention of fire. 

The help your fire depart¬ 
ment gets from its many 
friends who assist with fire 
prevention work is the answer 
to the great success of which 
we now can boast. 

We loathe boasting, but will 
be glad to call it something 
else if we can only continue 
to keep down the fire loss in 
Sierra Madre. 

Many lives have been saved 
in Sierra Madre through the 
prevention of fire. We can’t af¬ 
ford to become apathetic. Those 
fires that were stopped before 
reaching great heights were 
life-savers and who knows how 
many times this has happened 
by stopping fires before they 
ever got started. It’s a fact. 

Little matters leak out oc¬ 
casionally and it was learned 
that three of our boys were 
unable to resist the temptation 
to jump in the lovely swim¬ 
ming pool of the Roosevelt Ho¬ 
tel one evening during the 
Convention period held there. 
The permission to use the pool 
was absolutely within the 
bounds — but when the boys 
were caught at a convention 
without their fancy swim 
trunks, another color comes 
into view. 

Louie George and Mo 'lT.om- 
as appeared at the edg of the 
pool and caused quite an up¬ 
roar from the beauties there on 
display. The girls were thrilled 
to the gills with the magnifi¬ 
cent stature of our young he¬ 
roes and were not bashful 
about expressing it. Natch, this 
affected the boys and their 
poses became those of experts.

Gilbert Urges 
Annual X-Rays 

“While many people receiv¬ 
ed chest x-rays last year when 
the mass x-ray survey was in 
progress, it is a good health 
practice to have a chest x-ray 
annually,” says Dr. Roy O. Gil¬ 
bert, county health officer, in 
discussing the free chest x-ray 
program in Monrovia starting 
Nov. 13. 

These x-rays, which may 
show abnormalities of the 


chest, such as tumors, enlarg¬ 
ed heart, or tuberculosis, are 
available to anyone over 15 
years of age, the health offi¬ 
cer advised. An early diagnosis 
of chest ailments insures 
prompt treatment, Dr. Gilbert 
added. 

Schedules for Monrovia are 
as follows: Tuesday, Nov. 13, 
2 to 7 p.m.; Wednesday and 
Thursday, Nov. 14 and 15, 9 
a.m. to 3:30 p.m.; and Friday, 
Nov. 16, 2 to 8 p.m. at Library 
Park, Lime and Myrtle avenue.
